If the return is made by May 1st, 
an exemption of $100.00 is allowed. If the individual does 
not make his return the assessor of his district is required 
to make one for him, in which case no exemption is allowed 
and a penalty of fifty per cent may be added. The County 
Auditor’s office will be open from 8 o’clock a. rn. to 4 30 p. 
rn., and will be glad to give information and assistance tr 
any one making a return.

YORKTOWN PURCHASE I RGED BY WEEKS 
Secretary’ Weeks is sending to Congress a recommendation 
that the battlefield of Yorktown, famous in Revolutionary history 
as the scone of the surrender of Cornwallis, be set aside by the 
government as a national park. The recommendation is based on 
the report of a special committee named by the Secretary to in­ 
vestigate the proposal in response to a congressional resolution 
authorizing him to conduct the survey. 
The report will ask for an appropriation of $100,000 for the < 
purpose of naking surveys, posting markers and other expends i 
tures of a more or less minor character. The government already 
owns a tract of ten acres at Yorktown, where the monument is lo­ 
cated, this purchase having been made and the monument erected 
xr«re tHan a hundred yeacs ago. 
If the entire battlefield is to be included in the national park, 
Secretary Weeks says, it will be necessary to purchase approxi­ 
m a te ly 1 ,1 0 0 acres of land, and of course a great deal of additional 
money will be necessary. The Secretary says that he favors the 
purchase o* as much of the land as Congress will make an appro­ 
priation for. 
The battlefield of Yorktown, according to Secretary Weeks, is 
unique in that it is practically the only Revolutionary battlefield 
where the breastworks erected by the colonists and British may 
still be seen. Some of the breastworks were reconstructd at the 
tame of the Civil War. but the original system of fortifications is 
sufficiently well preserved to enable one, with the aid of maps, to 
identify the positions of practically every unit engaged in the 
battle. 


LEAGUE SEES PLAN STABILIZING EUROPE 
The impression exists in League of Nations circles that the 
successful launching of reparation plans, based on the reports of 
the experts, will lead to the early application by Germany for ad­ 
mission into the League of Nations, and that Germany will favor 
the League of Nations as the medium for handling any project 
calculated to provide political security for France and Belgium, 
and conversely, for Germany herself. Germany is expected to in- 
r Bist on a seat in the council of the League of Nations as a condi­ 
tion to her entrance into the League. 
The wrhole tenor of the atmosphere in Geneva is that the pro­ 
posals of the experts wTill go far to stabilize Europe and constitute 
a big step toward a return to normal conditions. The opinion is 
reiterated that some arrangement concerning interallied debts 
would greatly hasten a return to normal. 
An examination by League experts shows the Dawes Com­ 
mittee has incorporated in its report several 
features of the 
League’s projects for the reconstruction of Austria and Hungary. 
A study of the annexes also showrs the League would act as the 
ii* arbitral body under the operation of the plan. Advisors of the 
eague deem the Dawes project fair and workable. They empha- 
that the Dawes Committee has succeeded in finding a bridge 
between the divergent British and French positions. Great Brit­ 
ain originally contending for the fixing of the total amount of re­ 
parations and France holding out against this. 


HAD BETTER BEEN BETTER EMPLOYED 
A good deal of mystification was created by a recent state­ 
ment, purporting to have been cabled from London to the effect 
that the trustees of “The Benjamin Franklin Fund of London” 
had made an award of $12,000 to the American author of a cer­ 
tain medical work. Inquiries immediately set on foot failed to re­ 
veal the existence of any such fund and now the Journal (rf the 
American Medical .Association comes along with the announce­ 
ment that the whole story was a fabrication, the origin of which 
was traced by the association’s investigators to Los Angeles and to 
an'individual whose sale excuse is that “he did it as a joke and to 
win a bet.” The fake was so adroitly manipulated that it deceiv­ 
ed many persons, and the story gained currency in England as 
well as in this country. Which only goes to illustrate the extreme 
caution with which unauthenticated yarns, especially those con­ 
cerning medical subjects, must be taken.
